Generally AEC takes the position that they do 
not know whether current law permits them to make such an 
arrangement but they would not object to a ruling of the 
Attorney General which stated the law would permit the arrange- 
ment. They would object to a revision of current law. Mr. 
Houston is writing up an attorney's brief on the matter.
